Foot-and-mouth 
disease was fairly common all over the Province, but in a mild form, which did not 
cause much incagnvenience. Sporadic cases of anthrax were reported from several 
disiricts, but the mortality from this source was not great. There were 5@ deaths 
from sutra and 12 from anthrax among the ponies and transport animals ui tie 
Military Police. The immunity from cattle discase enjoyed by the Province was 
greater than in any previous year and was at leas! in part due to the continuous 
efforts of the Veterinary Department to induce the people to adopt rational 
methods of prevention and cure.
